REMARKS 

In accordance with the above remarks, the existing slate 
containing claims 1-42 has been canceled in favour of a new slate 
containing claims 43-64. Therefore, claims 43-64 should be 
presently under consideration in the application. No claim has 
been allowed. 

It is believed that both new claims 43 and 44 are generic 
representations which encompass all the dependent apparatus 
claims presently in the application and so all claims should be 
considered. 

In view of the above, it is believed that the presently 
standing rejections of the claims and objections to the drawing 
and specification have been rendered moot. With respect to the 
rejection of the claims on the merits, however, it should be 
noted that all of the present claims now require an 
af terpotential attenuation means or device not found or suggested 
in the applied Greeninger et al (Patent No. 5,324,310) reference. 

It is believed that the presently proposed slate of claims 
patentably distinguishes over the art of record and does include 
generic independent claims which should encompass all dependent 
species claims. 
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Reconsideration and allowance of the present claims is 
respectfully requested.
